INSTITUTE OF MINING ENGINEERS. 
MR. WALTER NESS ON AN INDIAN COAL FIELD. 


An ordinary monthly meeting of members was held, on Monday, 
in the Geological Museum, Dudley. Mr, Jon Fre.p presided, and 
there were present among others Mr. D. Peacock, Mr. Tom Parton, 
Mr. Cole, Mr. Fellows, Mr. Tomson, Mr. G. Spruce. Mr. Jonah 
Davies, jun., C.E., Albion Foundry, Tipton, was elected an ordinary 
member.—The secretary (Mr. Henry Johnson, jun.) read a letter 
from Mr. Ness, lately a member of the institute,and now a Govern- 
ment mining engineer in India. After sending his regards to the 
members generally, and to Mr. Ifenry Johnson, sen., in particular, 
Mr. W. Ness said the measures presented very little variety. Allover 
the surface there was a depth of from 6 ft. to 10 ft. of “black cotton 
soil,” which opens in dry weather great fissures. To erect even a 
pit hovel the whole of the soil has to be removed. The soil, too, 
gave trouble by the facility with which it absorbed water. Under 
the “black cotton” was a yellowish clay, mixed with concretionary 
nodules called “hunker” throughout India. All the lime for build- 
ing purposes was made from this. Underneath this was 150 feet of 
sandstone, so soft that it could be sliced withaspade. That did not 
lie in layers, but in a homogeneous mass, as though some denuding 
agency had brought down vast amounts of sediment. After the 
sandstone came some carbonised shale, and then the coal, which had 
no stratified measures, as in England. The three seams form 2% ft. 
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level that had been for a long time abanduned. In these 6 fms. there were only a 
few crystals of spar to be seen, and the roof and sides were very much shattered, 
as if the rock had been dislodged by the influence of either air or water. In search- 
ing these sides we found some specimens of carbonate of lime, with traces of dolo- 
mite, and some good stones of biistered copper ore. We have now opened alto- 
gether on the vugh about 12 fms.; atthe end of this distance it is divided into three 
parts, two of which are bearing one east and the other west, and rising eastward 
at an angle of 45°. The other part is running a little to the east of south end; this 
we consider to be the leading part, as there is still coming from ita small quantity 
of water. This vugh has been unlike any other ever found in the mine, inasmuch 
as the other vughs always continued in just the same direction as the bearing of 
the lode in which they were formed, but this separated from the lode at almost a 
right angle, the bearing of Daniel's lode being 14° south of east, and the bearing of 
the vugh for the 12 fms, about 5° west of south.—Jomn GILnerRr.

THE ROYAL GEOLOGICAL SOCIETY OF CORNWALL 


The annual meeting of the members, associates, and friends gene- | 
rally (comprising some of the original founders of the society, 
53 years ago) was held at Penzance, on Friduy, last week. Both 
this meeting and a complimentary luncheon to the President, Mr. 
Warington Smyth, and Mrs. Smyth, which succeeded, were well 
attended. Indeed, since the succession to office of Messrs. Il. Sey- 
mour Tremenheere, and W. Smyth successively, the institution seems 
to have secured a new lease of life. For the first time for many 
years it has a belaace in hand of 62/7, The President delivered a 
very interesting address, but we will passat once to a brief notice of 
two of the papers which are more directly connected with mining. 





Mount Briscnorr, AND Irs Trin PRODUCTIONS, 
Mr. T.S. Bolitho communicated a paper, by Mr. W. WELLINGTON, 
on this subject :— 
The Mount Bishoff Tin Mines are situated about 100 miles from Launceston, 
and 52 miles from Emu Bay—an open roadstead on the north-west coast of Tas 
mania. The rock formation from Launceston to Emu Bay is principally basaltic ; | 
20 miles from Emu Bay, at the Hampshire Hills, there is a little granite, where I 
discovered a very small quantity of stream tin in the bed of a river with very 
little wash. Therock from here to the Surrey Hills on to Mount Bischoff is all 
basaltic. The rivers were running very rapidly in the rock. Mount Bischoff risesfin 
a plain about 1000 ft. high, having no connection with any other mountain, no other 
being nearer than 7 miles. The Mount Bischoff is clay-slate, surrounded on every 
side by basalt, with the River Waratah almost making a circle at its foot. The 
top of Mount Bischoff is a vast amphitheatre, or crater, being no doubt an extinct 
voleano. The tin has been thrown up at three different periods. The first deposit 
of about 6 ft. is composed of small detached pieces of porphyry, granite, and tin 
disseminated through it. The next eruption is more granite, in the shape of large 
boulders, and not so much tin. The last eruption appears to have been the most 
violent, sending up large masses of granite and the greatest quantity of tin—large 
lamps of tin on the surface sometimes several ewts. in weight. Also a great 
quantity of tin very much like smithy ashes from a stack, which is very difficult 
to save. From the bottom of the cone to the top is about 200 yards, in the shape 
of a basin, with the tin deposit lying within the cone. On the top of the cone the 
mountain is very steep, in some places almost perpendicular. There is no course 
of tin outside of the cone, only fine smithy tin of no value; nearly all the tin is 
within the crater. The extent of tin ground within is, I should think, about 
150 acres, with about an average of 15 ft. depth of tin deposit. The bottom of the 
deposit is clay-slate. The tin appears to be of a very inferior quality or low per- 
centage. There is a total absence of spar or quartz about the Mount; neither is 
there any indication of lodes. All the tin appears to be volcanic. What the 
people on the spot term lodes are only large detached masses of voleanic iron and 
tin lying loose on theclay-slate. The climate is a very severe one, over plenty of 
snow and frost. Roads the very worst I ever saw, and the surface of the country 
almost an impenetrable scrub of timber. ~ 
The PRESIDENT said the statements in this letter were so much 
out of the common that he could not help looking at them with some amount of 
suspicion. Ifa volcano had thrown tin to the surface it was a circumstance of 
which they knew nothing whatever in Europe; but there were some persons pre- 
sent who might possibly throw a little lighton so interesting a topic. They had in 
the museum, presented by Mr. Wm. Nicholas, some stream tin from the same lo- 
eality, but an examination of that had not elucidated the subject of how far it was 
connected with basaltic rocks and volcanic phenomena. There was a little quartz 
mixed with the stream tin in question, although the author of the paper said he 
had found none in the course of his observations. He should be very glad, indeed, 
if anyone in the room could prove himself at all conversant with the subject, and 
say how far they might depend on this curious statement of the juxtaposition of 
quartz and voleanie rocks with the occurrence of tin and iron ores. 
Dr. LE NEVE Foster had no acquaintance with the district, but 
thought some light might be thrown upon the question by a work recently pub 
lished, though no copy of it was in the Society’s possession. Mr. W. J. Henwood, 
in a note to the curators, said, “‘ Mr. G. H. F. Ulrich, F.G.S8., of Melbourne (Vie 
toria), has favoured me with a copy of an admirable geological map, and with an 
ample description of the rocks and deposits of detrital tin ore at Mount Bischoff, 
which were published by him at Launceston, Tasmania, in April last.” The scien 
tific knowledge of Mr. Ulrich was very great indeed, and there was a good chance 
of finding some explanation of the phenomena just described. 


A VUGH, AND ITS SURROUNDINGS, IN St, IvES ConsOLS MINE, 


Capt. JoHN GILBERT has written, from St. Ives Consols Mine, as 
follows, to Mr. T. S, Bolitho :— } 

Sept. 29.—About five monthsago we discovered in these minesa very largevugh, a 
description of which I thought you might probably find to be interesting. We 
met with the vugh in driving the 167 under the adit, or about 190 fms. from the 
surface, on Daniel's lode, which is the most southerly lode now working on in the 
mine. Our attention was first attracted by a small stream of water spirting out 
strongly from what we considered to be the south wall of the lode.

I was defeated by proxies obtained by the Scotch representatives ; ‘un- 
doubtedly these gentlemen had a perfect right to use the votes entrusted to them 
as they thought best, but seeing that so many large and small holders had not ex- 
pressed their views, my suggestion was made to remove the impression conveyed 
by the hostile resolution. Under these circumstances, therefore, I will ask permis- 
sion, through your columns, to address the said shareholders, and request that they 
will communicate with me as to whether they are willing to allow the removal of 
the Messrs. Vivian, if not, to support a requisition to convene a special meeting to 
take into consideration this important question.

Sr. IvEs Consots is again looking much better, the western part 
(commonly called the Ransom) having much improved during the past week, and 
promises to further improve. They have during the past year been driving, cross- 
cutting, &c., to get up to this tin ground, where, the other side of the boundary, 
Rosewall Hill has had such abundance of tin during the past 12 or 18 months, had 
it not been for which operations would, no doubt, have been suspended, and the 
mine entirely stopped. Rosewall Hill could only work on this carbona up to the 
boundary between their sett and that of St. Ives Consols, which the latter mine 
has only just been able to reach, and, it is fully believed, will now be speedily and 
amply repaid for the perseverance, expense, &c., they have put forth to reach this 
valuable ecarbona, which has run into their sett from the adjoining mine. 

KosEWALL IIrtu AND Ransom UNITED is also looking much 
better than for some time past, that part known as Goole Pellas being looked upon 
by captains, men, and outsiders in the neighbourhood of the mine as a very pro- 
mising and the most valuable part of the sett; it is said there are not such good 
lodes for tin in any mine in Cornwall at so shallow a depth from surfice. It iv to 
be hoped that the time will soon come round when the shareholders here will have 
interest for their money in the shape of good dividends. The manager appears to 
hold a good opinion as to the future of the mine, as (if I have been informed 
rightly) he has about 70 shares here. 

The PROVIDENCE MINEs, the shareholders will regret to hear (it 
is rumoured in the locality and neighbourhood of the mines), are not looking so 
well by a good deal as they looked two or three months ago; the principal parts, 
where the tin has lately been obtained from, ave beginning to fall off in their pro- 
mising appearance, and I might, perhaps with safety, say have already consider- 
ably fallen off, and are not looking near so well as desired. The lode, also, which 
was lost on coming into collision with a crossing or slide in that part known as 
Wheal Hawke, has not been found yet on the other side of the slide, although dili- 
gent search has been made for it since the end of September last, when the unfor- 
tunate slide came across the lode. It is to be hoped something good will shortly be 


discovered here, or, it is feared, calls wi!l be made before a dividend is declared.

RUSSIAN (VYKSOUNSKY) IRONWORKS COMPANY. 


The annual general meeting of shareholders was held at the City 

Terminus Hotel, Cannon-street, yesterday, _ 
Mr. W. AUSTIN in the chair, 

Mr. C. CLARKE (the secretary) read the notice calling the meet- 
ing, and the directors’ report was taken as read. 

The CHAIRMAN said that the report and accounts were so full that 
it would be necessary for him to make only a very few remarks, It 
would be seen that the success of the past year had not quite come 
up to some previous years, and that had been accounted for (and, 
indeed, was predicted) by the diminution in the price received for 
the iron. The manager had striven as well as he could to counteract 
that by manufacturing those sorts, such as sheet and plate iron, in 
which there had been no diminution, and for which up to last Oc- 
tober he had obtained the same price as he previously did. One 
great element in the company’s success—in fact, one of the most im- 
portant points—had been the necessity of having a good supply of 
wood, and the directors’attention had been much occupied in attempting to secure 
a good and cheap supply of wood for use in the furnaces. The shareholders would 
remember it had been formerly stated that the Vyksa estate was somewhat ex- 
hausted when the company came into possession of it, and the wood had been 
over cut, and consequently the company was dependent for a supply of wood upon 
extraneous sources, and very much upon the Government. During the past year 
the directors had made great exertions to obtain a favourable contract from the 
Government, for a specified time, for the supply of wood, and for that purpose Mr. 
Lambert (whose death they had now to lament) was persuaded to go to St. Peters- 
burg to negociate that matter. Mr. Lambert was peculiarly suited for that mis 
sion, as he had resided in St. Petersburg for a long time in an official capacity, 
and was well known to the great people about the Court, and more particularly to 
the Grand Duke Constantine. Well, Mr. Lambert went to St. Petersburg, and 
spent a considerable time there, necessarily at great expense to the company, 
and he negociated this matter with the Minister of Finance, with the Minister 
of Woods and Forests, and also with the Senate. He had completed the nego 
ciations, and had got the matter through the Ministry, but it had also to obtain 
the approval of the Senate, and he was sorry to say that Mr. Lambert. failed in 
obtaining the approval of the Senate. There was very little doubt that Mr. Lam 
bert’s mission to St Petersburg was the cause.of his death—in fact, he died in the 
service of the company. He had previously lived in St. Petersburg, but relin 
quished his post on account of his health, but his zeal on behalf of the company 
was so great that he was persuaded to undertake this mission, in the carrying out 
of which he contracted the disease of which he did. The directors had appointed 
in his place Mr. 8. K. Gwyer, a well-known banker in 8t. Petersburg, and the di 
rectors expected to receive from that gentlemau every assistance in still carrying 
on the negociations with the Russian Government relative to this wood contract 
There were other interested parties who had conflicting interests to this comp ny, 
and who opposed the company in these negociations, and, therefore, it was diffi 
cult for the directors to obtain exactly that which they wished ; but he could not 
believe that the Russian Government (which lad hitherto behaved to the con- 
pany with such extreme liberality) would ultimately fail to give the directors a 
proper contract for the supply of wood for the works. In the meantime the com 
pany's woods were gradually growing up, and in a few years—probably eight or 
ten years—the shareholders might hope to have a sufficient supply of wood from 
their own extensive property to meet their own requirements, quite Independent 
of extraneous aid. 

A SuHanenoiper: Is Mr. Gwyer an Englishman ?——The CHarrMAn said Mr. 
Gwyer was an Englishman, but had lived in 8t. Petersburg all his life. In the 
month of October the new contracts for the supply of iron were generally made for 
the ensuing year, and he was sorry to say that this year they had had to reduce 
the price of sheets and plates, whilst the price of the other manufactured iron re- 
mained much the same; consequently they could not hope for so good a result 
this time next year as that which was now announced in the report. Some re- 
marks had occasionally been made as to the amount of dividend which had been 
paid as compared with the amount which was earned; but the directors had _ar- 
rived at the conclusion that it would not be prudent to pay more than they did. 
They had not called up, but they had written up, the whole of the capital. So that 
there was no further liability to the shareholders, and if any sudden demand arose 
they conld only look tothat which they possessed in the way of cash and property 
to mect that demand. Again, the accounts, as presented to the sharcholders, were 

made up to June 30 in each year, and immediately after that time, or at least as 
soon as the accounts could be examined and approvsd by the lessors of the property, 
a very large payment had to be made to the lessors on account of their share of the 
rofits before the company had actually realised them. The consequence was that 

n the accounts the company appeared to have more available cash than was really 
in their possession a short time afterwards. Now, taking the figures from the 
accounts, they had at the London bank 601/., in Russia 13,725/., and invested in 
Russian securities 18,361/., making together 32,687/.; but out of that they had to 
meet, at the present moment, the payment of the Princess Galatzin, on ‘account 
of her share, 19,423/., and the dividend, 5270/,; so it only left about 7000/. to the 
good in cash, besides the stores and works which the company possessed in Russia. 
Then they must remember they had still a liability, extending over five years, 
of 18,969/. to pay to the Russian Government, partly on account of the arrears of 
interest upon the debt which formerly accumulated, and partly on account of the 
instalments of 30,000/., advanced to the company for the construction of the rail- 
way. The company had kept up the payments punctually to the day in late years, 
and had thus obtained good credit with the Government of Russia, and generally in 
Russia, and the directors would be very sorry if in future, in consequence of the 
decline in the price of iron, they were unable to meet those payments punctually. 
They had now only something more than 7000/. against 18,6007, which was sure to 
accrue in a few years. He was happy to say those payments were diminishing. 
Next May they wouldSmake the last payment on account of the instalment of the 
old debt, and then they would have merely the instalment on the rail-mill to pro 
vide for; therefore, so far they would feel a decided relief. There was a consider 
able part of the machinery of the rail-mill which, as it was sold, would go to 
assist to reduce the amount, but, of course, in its present formof machinery it was 
not so available as cash. He should like torefer, just for one moment, to the andi 
tors’ report. In thethird paragraph of the report the auditors said :—‘ In connec 
tion with the debtors we would again invite your attention to the remarks in our 
report for 1872, when we visited Russia, and would suggest the items ‘ Deposits 
paid on contracts,’ and ‘Workmen and peasants for ground rents’ should be kept 
at a minimum to prevent liability to loss.” Well, he feould state as a fact that 
great exertions had been made to keep them at a minimum, and that these exer 
tions were not unattended with success was proved by the fact that the Obrok 
rents this year had sufficed to cover the interest paid on the land debt to the 
Russian Government, which had not always been the case. With respect to the 
deposits which had been paid he thought they were tolerably sife. Amongst the 
deposits was the sum of 10,000 roubles deposited with the Minister of Domains, in 
the hope of obtaining the wood contract, and the amount being deposited with 
the Russian Government, there was not much chance of losing that. They had 
paid on account of rails (it was usual to pay earnest money in Russia) 17,000 
roubles, and on sundry smaller contracts 16,000 roubles, so he thought that the 
items of deposits would bear very strict investigation. The auditors also remarked 
in the next paragraph, ‘‘We would remind you that, assuming the valuation of 
your works and machinery to be correct, it would appear there is a surplus pro- 
perty amounting to 213,788°43 roubles over and above that which, on the termina- 
tion of your lease it will be necessary to hand over to the lessors; and we suggest 
that a steady but judicious decrease of the item is advisable.” Well, really, that 
was saying that the company had improved the machinery, because that item, he 
took it, was arrived at by the original estimate of the value of the plant, adding to 
it the amount they had from time to time spent, and deducting that which had 
been written off according to the company’s rule of depreciation. Therefore, if the 
value of the item was improved, it made them, at all events, ina very good posi- 
tion, There were a good many years of the lease still to run. x 

Mr. SANGSTER: How many ?——The CHAIRMAN said about 28 years, and at the 
end of that time everything above the surface of the ground, above the value 
arrived at in the beginning, was to be divided between the company and the lessors. 

Mr. Kemp (auditor); Whatever value there is on the works above 77,000/. at the 
expiration of the lease will have to be divided equally between the lessors and the 
present shareholders. 

The CHAIRMAN went on to say that, therefore, if there was no arrangement 
entered into for a continuance of the lease—as would probably be the case, although 
possibly the present shareholders might not live to see it—if there was no such 
management entered into there was plenty of time to diminish the value of the 
pose, before the end of the time; and in the meantime they could scarcely be 
ound fault with for trying to improve the plant, and have rhe works in good order, 
for they would never earn their revenue without. He should also like to make an 
observation upon the last paragraph in the auditor’s report, where they stated, 
“Since you did not consider it necessary to have your Russian books examined 
for the past year according to the custom adopted previously,” and so on. Now, 
the directors had sent over three times, and had acted according to the best of their 

ability in connection with this question of audit. The expense of sending over 
was considerable, and the directors were glad to save it when they could ; and they 
were somewhat fortified in the course they had adopted, not only by the good 
opinion which they entertained of the way in which the books were kept, but also 
by the fact that the agents of the Princess, the company’s co proprietor, looked 
very carefully through the books before they signed them, in order to see that 
everything was correct ; and he looked upon this as a great safeguard. He did not 
mean to say that they should always dispense with the personal audit from 
England, but at the same time the great expense of sending over from England 
rendered it desirable that it should not take place too frequently. Remarks had 
been made formerly upon the large balance at the bankers in Russia and elsewhere; 
at that particular period of the year they had to be larger than usual on account 
of the large payment they had to make. The directors had_a certificate from the 
bankers that the amounts named in the accounts were standing there; and since 
the issue of the report they had received a certificate from the Moscow Bank, in 
Russia, which had been taken to the Consulate here, so that every precaution had 
been observed. He did not wish to predict the future; they had managed to be 
prosperous for a few years; they depended upon the price of iron and upon the 
price of wood, and there was a difficulty always in managing a concern at a dis- 
tance of some thousands of miles; and at the same time the directors would give 
the same care to the management of the company as they had done hitherto, and 
they did not despair of doing so with tolerably satisfactory results. (Cheers.) He 
moved that the directors’ report and balance-sheet, and the accounts, be received 
and adopted.—Mr. A. C. Suerrirr, M.P., seconded the resolution. 

Mr. TENDRON said he was glad the directors were holding the meeting in a larger 
room than on the last occasion. He was also pleased to see that somewhat greater 
details were given in the accounts. At the last meeting he asked that they might 
know the gross out turn, and alsu the sum total received for the productions, and 
what was the cost on the other side of materials and labour. He called at the 
office on the previous day, and a book was handed to him containing the details 
and he conceived that it had been a difficult thing to put them in a sufficient] , 
succinct form to print them, and submit them to the sharehelders. Hewas muc 
struck with the large business which was done, and with the satisfactory manner 
in which the books were kept, and all the details given; and it struck him that 
the man who had charge of the establish meent out there must be a man holding a 


responsible position, and must also be the man upon whom the shareholders must 
mainly depend for their future prosperity. In comparing the accounts for many 
years he noticed that the company seemed to progress, but he was sorry to see that 
last year it seemed to have reached its maximum, and now here seemed a tendency 
to retrograde; and he was also sorry to hear the Chairman foreshadow that the 
present year would probably show a falling off, in consequence of the falling off in 
the price which had been obtained for the company’s iron. He should like to ask 
the Chairmen whether any commission was allowed to the manager abroad ? 

Mr. SHERRIFF, M.P., said that when the accounts were satisfactory, the directors 

had given the manager a sum of money, not as a commission, but in the form of 
a bonus. 
The CHAIRMAN said that at one time the object of the directors was to make the 
officers depend, to some extent, for their remuneration upon the net profits of the 
works; but the mode was not very acceptable to the officers, and therefore the di- 
rectors had, in a great measure, desisted from the system. 

Mr. TENDRON said his idea was, that where there was such a hcavy responsi- 
bility, a man ought to be liberally paid, and ought to be interested in the profits 
which were made. He did not wish to make any unpleasant remarks, but what 
he was about to say would be said in the general interest of the shareholders at 
large; and certainly, no one could be more interested in having good management 
than the directors, who held so large a proportion of the property. He had re- 
marked that where men having the management of a concern took so large an 
amount of remuneration for themselves, they were rather apt to be illiberal in 
dealing with other people, and he was afraid this was the principle which, to a 
certain extent, was governing this board. The amount which the directors in 
London took for managing a property abroad was simply enormous, and amounted 
to a large percentage of the profits. 

Mr. SHERRIFF, M.P.: You had better say how much is taken from the share- 
holders.——Mr. Tenpron: 30001. 

Mr. SueRRIFF, M.P.: No such thing ; a large proportion is paid by the lessors. 

Mr. TeNDRON said he was aware what Mr. Sherriff alluded to. Last year the 
Tondon expenses were about 700/., and this year they had effected the magnifi- 
‘ent economy of about 150/. He trusted the directors, in taking so much for them- 
selves, did not deal illiberally with the gentlemen abroad, on whom so much de- 
pended. He did not see why he should not ask what salary was paid to the 
manager abroad ?——Mr. SANGSTER: I can tell you; it is 700/. a year. 

Mr. TENDRON said he considered it a shamefully small amount. The manager 
was in 2 most responsible position, and had some thousands of men under him, 
and had to make these important contracts, and they ought to give him a better 
salary, as it would almost lead to the inference that they had nota capable man 
for that sum. 

Mr. SANGSTER said that the success of this company depended very much on 
the management at the works. He thought the directors had, in years gone by, 
earned the grateful thanks of the shareholders for the manner in which they had 
brought this concern out of the wretched state in which it once was, and made ita 
good concern, paying 15 per cent. The directors had done their duty as men, 
and they had been well paid for it, and he certainly did not wish men to work 
without being well paid. But there was one little thing in the accounts which had 
perplexed him : hecould not exactly see how the directors had calculated theamount 
which they had taken for commission. According to the Articles the commission 
was to be 10 per cent. on the surplus profits, and he looked upon the surplus pro- 
fits as the profits which were divided amongst the shareholders, and if they caleu 
lated the commission upon the amount divided it certainly would not amount to 
the sum which the directors had taken as remuneration. With respect to the 
money paid up on account of capital, he did not think they ought to pay off that 
amount. There were other companies in which it was not done. 

Mr. Presvron said that he really did not quite see what the two gentlemen who 
had just spoken meant. It seemed to him rather ungracious to say that the di- 
rectors were overpaid, and that enough was not paid to the gentlemen in Russia 
for conducting the business. He expressed his satisfaction with the management, 
and asked what was 100/. more or less as long as the board did their duty. He 
contended it was not for any one individual to get up and assume to speak on be- 
half of the shareholders at large, and say that the directors were paid too much; 
that was a question which the general body of shareholders should express an 
opinion upon. (Hear, hear.) For his own part, he was pleased with the dividend, 
and he trusted the shareholders at large were. He considered great cr-dit was due 
to the Chairman for having mentioned what he did about the wood, and for having 
informed the shareholders that there was a reduction in the contract price of two 
sorts of iron, because the shareholders would know what to expect with regard to 
the next dividend. He could not see that there was the slightest fault to find, and 
he hoped the directors would pursue the same policy in the future as in the past. 

Mr. SHERRIFF, M.P., said that the first shareholder who had spoken was at the 
last meeting extremely anxious to have a fifth wheel to the coach, in the shape of 
another auditor, and was solicitous himself to fill the office. Now, the directors 
depended upon themselves, and not upon anyone else, for the success of this un- 
dertaking. (Hear, hear.) The shareholders would remember that the Chairman 
and himself spent two months in Russia on the business of the company, and only 
received expenses out of pocket, and if there had been a mere paltry remuneration 
for the board the directors could scarcely be ex pected to have donethat. Certainly, 
two months’ time in a year was very valuable to himself, and if the board were 
paid on a penny-farthing scale he should not feel justified in spending two months 
of the year in Russia on the business of the company. The directors were paid in 
accordance with the provisions of the Articles of Association, and if those one or 
two gentlemen who seemed to object to the amount wished to have it reduced they 
could bring a special resolution forward at a proper meeting, and then they would 
see whether the body of the shareholders took the same view or not. The Articles 
of Association could only be altered in a certain way. 

Mr. Sanaster: [ think this meeting can alter any article ? 

Mr. SHERRIFF said that was not the case; notice of such resolution must be 
given, and the resolution must be passed at two special meetings. As regarded 
sending out the auditor to Russia, he agreed in the desirability of sending out Mr. 

Ford: but it was a thing which should not be done hurriedly, but when the 
auditor was sent out he should have ample time to thoroughly investigate the ac- 
counts and all the business in Russia. 

The resolution for the adoption of the report and accounts was then put and 
carried. 

On the motion of the CHAIRMAN, seconded by Mr. Sanaster, Mr. R. A. Earle 
was re-elected a director of the company. 

Mr. SANGSTER then moved the re-election of the auditors, Messrs, C. F. Kemp, 
Ford, and Co. He said he had great pleasure in doing{this, as Mr. Ford was not 
only a good statistical accountant, but he took upon himself to do all he conld for 
the interests of thecompany. Looking at the amount of labour which Mr. Ford 
had to do, he would put it asa recommendation to the directors that his remunera- 
tion should be increased from 50 guineas to 100 guineas. 

The CHAIRMAN said it was a matter which might safely be left to the directors; 
if Mr, Ford went out to America, of course a special arrangement would have to 
be made respecting his remuneration. Mr. TENDRON seconded the resolution, 
and, referring to the remarks of Mr. Sherriff, said he did not see that any blame 
was attachable to himself because he wished to become an auditor of the company. 

The resolution was then put and carried. 

Mr. PRESTON moved a vote of thanks to the Chairman and directors for the able 
manner in which they had conducted the business. 

Mr. SANGSTER seconded the resolution, which was put tothe meeting and carried, 

The CHAIRMAN acknowledged the compliment on behalf of himself and the board, 
and said they would exert themselves in the future as in the past, to promote in 
every possible way the interests of the company. Whilst willingly admitting that 
the shareholder had the fullest right to express their opinion, and criticise the 
actions of the directors, still he = any interference between the directors 
and the officers. The directors, whilst paying the officers fairly, still thought it well 
to let them know that there was something more to be expected in the future if 
they exerted themselves. The board felt that good service was the cheapest, and 
the board did their best to secure the most able service they could.——The meeting 
then broke up.

In your issue of Monday you say that 
Sir Frederick Williams is the largest shareholder; this is not the case, as only he 
holds 100 shares. Mr. Wm. Ward, of Old Broad-street, and the Stock Exchange, 
was the largest shareholder at the commencement of the mine, and issostill. Mr. 
Thomas Pryor, the purser, is the second largest shareholder. They certainly do 
deserve a good mine here, after sticking to it during all the depression. 

CoRNISH MINE SHARE MARKET.—There has been a very great 
improvement in the Cornish Mine Share Market during the week. More business 
has been doing. There has been a much better demand for shares, quotations have 
been strengthening and advancing, and altogether affairs look more encouraging 
for Cornish mining than for a considerable time past. \ery much of this is owing 
to the very favourable appearance and increased activity of the tin market.

THE COPPER TRADE. 

The price of bars on Oct.‘ was 81/. 5s., on Nov. 1, 84/., since im- 
proved to 87/.10s. Stocks in the past month, on the spot, have de- 
creased 2000 tons, while, including the quantities afloat and char- 
tered from the West Coast, the decrease is 1500 tons. The charters 
from Chili to Sept 30 last were 35,300 tons, against 32,300 to Sept. 30, 1873; the ship- 
ments to Sept. 15 were 32,612 tons, against 29,134 tons for the same period last year. 
Chili copper increased in value 10/. from the lowest point touched this year (and is 
to-day 13/. above that point). The last date at which stocks on the spot and float- 
ing were as low as at present was February, 1872, the price then was 85/., whilst the 
last date at which the spot stock was as small as now was June, 1872, the price 
then for Chili bars was 107/.. During 1872 we had four steamers per week from the 
West Coast, now there are but two; the estimated produce of Chili for the current 
year has been calculated at 48,000 tons ; from existing circumstances it seems doubt 
ful if it will exceed last year’s production, 41,700 tons. The trade of the past three 
months has been unprecedented in any similar period, and the result of the ten 
months ef the year has been to reduce the spot stock nearly 50 per cent. (omitting 
the French stock which is virtually out of the market). The increase of the imports 
of copper into England for the past nine months, ascompired with the correspond 
ing period of the previous four years is 2500 tons, while the exports taken by a 
similar comparison have increased 4000 tons, showing that exports alone are 1500 
tons beyond imports. The relative positions of raw material and English copper 
have improved considerably since our last, and are now nearly equal, the demand 
for English having largely increased. The market this week closes 4/, higher than 
last, and with every indication consequent uponthe reduced stocks of a further ad- 
vance; the English smelters from their very considerable purchases of ores and re 
gulus—the latter up to 17s. would seem to have held as light stocks as most of the 
other consumers. Yellow metal is in demand again, notwithstanding the advance 
in copper some of the principal houses still accept orders at last week's reduction ; 
this metal is far cheaper in proportion than copper. 

The imports of copper into England for the first nine months of the following 
years, were :—1870, 52,088 tons; 1871, 48,226 tons; 1572, 62,722 tons; 1873, 50,641 
tons; 1874, 56,035 tons. Theexports for the same periods, were—1870, 89,541 tons;

[EXTRACTS FROM OUR MINING CORRESPONDENCE. 1 


West Escatr LuLE.—In the western mine in the past week the 
lode in the 10 east has greatly improved. A rib of ore, 20 in. wide, solid, has come 
into the end—a fine-looking lode. No change in any other part of the mine, the 
various ends and stopes are producing the usual quantity of ore. Dressing ore is 
proceeding satisfactorily, the last 50 tons sold have all gone away, and another 
parcel is nearly ready for market.—Eastern Mine: This mine looks better than it 
has ever done before.

ReEMARKS.—The last week has presented more animation in the 

metal trade than has been witnessed of late, and the result of the 
week’s transactions has been to consolidate and strengthen the posi- 
tion of the metals, which have been more freely dealtin. There has 
been increased vitality imparted to some departments, through the 
introduction to a moderate extent of the speculative element, but 
as such transactions have inthe main been founded not upon the excitement ruling 
at the moment, but upon calculation based upon the merit of several metals at pre- 
sent occupied, and the very probable future which the present position involves, 
there is reason to believe that the week’s transactions have materially strengthened 
the grounds which have induced operators to come forward. Almost the only ex- 
ception to the foregoing is to be found in the comparatively depressed condition 
in which the iron market continues, but it is difficult to suppose that the im- 
provement which is perceptible in almost all other branches of the metal trade 
should not eventually extend to that of iron. Itis true that the rail trade is still 
very dull, and other departments lack the vitality so essential to the prosperity of 
this particular industry, but the price now having become more moderate, it is 
reasonable to expect an enlargement of business, The abundance of money that 
can be obtained for all the legitimate purposes of trade is more than sufficient 
to meet the demand made upon it. The Bank return for the week was not quite 
so satisfactory, but the rate not having been advanced there is no cause to appre- 
hend dear money. ; 

Copper.—The market, which closed firm last week at about 
83/, 103. as the price for Chili bars, usual cash terms, opened firm on 
Monday, during which day good ordinary brands realised 841, 15s, 
to 85/. cash terms, and picked brands 85/.

We stated last 
week that we expected the next return would be favourable, but these large deli 
veries even exceeded our expectations. The clearances that have been effected 
during the last year are unprecedently large, and clearly prove the ond file eha 
racter of the business transacted, Nothing could be more satisfactory and promis 
ing for the future course of the market than its present strong position, and there 
is every reason to anticipate higher prices shortly. The repeated reductions that 
take place in the stock is evidence of the fact that the demand for consumptive 
purposes is outstripping the supply from Chili, and unless it is greatly increased, 
and that very quickly, it is certain that if consumption continnes at its present 
rate the stock of Chili bars will be nearly exhausted during the next three or 
four months. The following figures show how fast the stock is diminishing :—On 
Aug. 31 there was 17,300 tons; on Sept. 30, 15,500°tons ; and Oct. 30, 12,700 tons. 
At present the rise in price has been very small, in comparison with what has 
taken place on previous occasions, In the spring of 1872, when the stock sunk 
to about its present level, the price suddenly advanced 20/. per ton, and the state 
of the market is infinitely better now than then. The quantity of Chili on the 
way is mostly disposed of, and it is fully expected that the next advices from 
Valparaiso will bring higher prices. Moderate charters only are expected, and any 
further diminution in stocks must add materialiy to the upward tendency of prices. 
Should any bold operator step forward and take advantage of the present scarcity 
it would create such an excitement that holders would be enabled to secure fabu- 
lous prices, as there are probably several ‘ Bear’ sales yet to be covered. Specu 
lation at the present time would, no doubt, be attended with suecess, as there are 
four things at least in its favour—moderate prices, a very good consumption, sup 
plies diminished, and low stocks. Buyers, therefore, have nothing to gain by with- 
holding their orders-—-indeed, by doing so they will probably run a great risk o 
having to pay much more, and although there may be occasional slight fluctuations 

by the realisations of profits, yet the market is bound to advance. 

Iron.—Seotch pig-iron, which closed last week at about 84s. 6d., 
opened firm at the beginning of the week, and business was trans- 

acted at 84s. 9d. to 85s., closing at the latter price. On Tuesday the 
market was scarcely so firm, the amount of business limited, and 
at the close there were sellers at 84s, 6d.

SHIPMENTS.

E. P. and W. Baldwin, 
of the Wilden Works, and John Knight and Co., of Cookley, have given notice that 
they will strictly adhere, during the month of November, to their present list of 
prices. Both these concerns are as busy as they can be with their famous sheet 
mills. The wire mills in the Forest, ana particularly at Warrington, are running 
full time; and the same, only in a greater degree, may be said of J. Williams and 
Co.’s noted old works at Whittington. Here the firm is particularly busy in wire 
rods and all their specialities in small sizes. 

The sheet-iron makers throughout the whole Black Country are all engaged well 
on their specialities, some much pressed for deliveries, but we believe all have orders 
to keep the mills running full time.

THE TRANSITION PERIOD IN TILE COAL AND IRON 
MARKET. 


It must be admitted that the present position of the coal and iron 
trades is causing great anxiety, not because it is known that the 
market in these great industries has been for some time falling, nor 
because it is believed that the lowest point has not yet been reached. 
The uncertainty and anxiety arise from the great difference in the 
position of things which exists in the great iron-producing districts 
as compared with each other. South Wales represents one state 
of things, Staffordshire another, Middlesborough another, and Barrow 
another, Perhaps the exact state of things at the present time 
and the way in which this difference has grown up will be best 
understood if we should goa little into detail. Whilst the coal trade 
is closely allied to the iron trade, still the most important branch 
of the coal trade is quite independent of it. The coal intended for 
household or general manufacturing consumption has nothing prac- 
tically to do with the coal raised for the purpose of smelting or manu- 
facturing iron, but it has much to do with it commercially. For if 
the demand for coal for iron-making purposes is great much of the 
production is drawn from the purchaser for general consumption. 
This is the case in the iron trade in South Wales at the present time. 
Large collieries, which under ordinary circumstances would be rais- 
ing coal for iron making, are now selling their coal instead of con- 
suming it. Durham and Northumberland, again, are busy at this 
time of the year in raising coal for household purposes. Their season 
demand is now at its height, and that increases their disinclination 
to yield to what appear to be the necessities of the market in respect 
of the price of coal for iron-making purposes. We have taken these 
two leading examples because they apply to an extensive field of 
production, but it is equally true of districts where much less coal 
is raised, or less iron made. Cannock Chase district, the West 
Worcestershire district, the Warwickshire and Derbyshire districts 
are all subject, more or less, to the same influences. 

It is not in coal alone that the iron trade presents at this time pe- 
culiar features, the incidents of which are very trying to those who 
are engaged in the trade. In former times, as a rule, the ironmaster 
raised his own coal, smelted his own minerals, and used his own 
pig-iron in his forges and mills. Of late years changes in this 
respect are so extensive that what was formerly the rule has now 
become the exception. Only a small numerical proportion of the 
great iron-producing establishments are self-contained. In conse- 
quence of the enormous capital invested, and the great extent of 
work laid out, the old system has taken such firm root in South 
Wales that it is less disturbed there than at any other place. Now, 
what is the effect of this disturbance? It is that all the parts of 
production which go to make up finished iron do not go on in the 
same proportion. We think the tendency has lately been to over 
invest in finished plant. A few years ago the discovery of new and 
rich beds of ironstone led to an over production of pig in outlying 
districts, and although coal, having two markets, with independent 
sets of customers, necessarily fluctuates as an articleof raw produce 
to be purchased by the iron manufacturer, yet the fluctuation has 
been more than usually large in consequence of the enormous prices 
to which the panic among purchasers raised it, and the consequent 
investment of vast amounts of capital in the coal trade, which, 
under a quieter state of things at the collieries, would have been 

otherwise employed. The reason why the works for finished iron 
appeared for the time to have overtaken the make of pigs was the 
inordinate demand of rails and heavy plates, the one to develope the 
railway system throughout the world, and the other to substitute 
iron for wood as a material for shipbuilding. Large dividends were 
obtained by the well-known joint-stock companies. This tempted 
masters to go in and share the too great prosperity, and competi- 
tive finished ironworks, rail mills, and plate mills were erected. 
This, in its turn, stimulated the production of pig-iron, and more 
money was invested, and now the fall has come they are not falling 
equally either in districts or in the component parts which go to 
make up the whole finished iron trade. Hence the disturbance and 
the anxiety. 

When the consumer has thoroughly made up his mind that things 
have found their normal level these trades will be again as sound 
asever. At present, however, the tendency is for sellers to compete 
for the limited number of orders, and the state of one district 
operates directly upon another. If notice for a drop in coal is 
given in the North, people in Staffordshire wait for the wave to 
extend itself to the Midland Counties, and think prices must go 
down, If the price of pig-iron is reduced in Scotland, although 
all those engaged in the trade know that the market is very much 
influenced by iron exchange speculations, buyers at once assume 
that this fall is not due to “bearing” operations, but that it indi- 
cates a recession in the legitimate demand which must ultimately 
tell upon some other market, If there has been an over-investment 








of rail plant in the Cleveland district, and in consequence of the 
excess of supply over demand the prices as a consequence go down, 
the buyers of merchant bars and plates say that finished iron is 
going down. Further instances of this state of things might easily 
be given if they were needed. We say, then, that prices of coal 
and iron have gone down as irregularly as they went up, and that 
the danger now to be avoided is the carrying of the present com- 
petition too far. There is too much reason to fear that in some 
places, and in some branches of the iron trade in particular, sales 
may be forced ata loss. If this be so—-and the tendency we are 
afraid is in that direction—the reaction will set in, for buyers will be 
tooastute not to find out when they are getting twenty-four shillings’ 
worth for a sovereign. Contracts will then at once be placed for 
forward delivery to a speculative extent. This, no doubt, is pro- 
perly described as commercial enterprise; but commercial enter- 
prise founded upon undue fear on the part of sellers is apt to go too 
far, and to continue the disturbance of trade upon which its opera- 
tions are founded, notwithstanding that the effect of the derange- 
ment may be the swinging of the pendulum too far in the other 
direction. The iron trade and the coal trade are both open trades ; 
the local exchanges and the public press give daily information of 
supply, of demand, and of prices, with the same regularity as we 
learn of similar features in the Stock Exchange. Excepting the 
firms who have earned a special character for excellence, and between 
whom the competition is limited, the iron trade, speaking nation- 
ally, is conducted in a perfectly open market, and everyone interested 
in it should know how the land lies, 

We, therefore, hope that this end of a great transition which we 
are now passing through will not be protracted. We hope, but not 
with great confidence, this is the last week upon which we may 
have to announce that in some one or other of our great iron-produc- 
ing districts another step downwards is in contemplation. Above 
all, we trust that if it is necessary to take any such steps they may 
be taken at once, and that we may not be told that after such a time, 
perhaps a month forward, it isin contemplation to give a fortnight’s 
notice to do something which will disturb every coal exchange in 
England. Surely coal proprietors and the manufacturers of iron, 
whether raw or finished, have now made up their minds how things 
stand, and the sooner they let their workmen on the one hand, and 
their customers on the other, know the result the sooner they will 
bring about a settled condition in the coal and iron trades, 








MINERS’ WAGES, AND ARBITRATION, 


That the miner has a just right to be well paid for his labour, 
considering how exhausting it is, as well as from having to work 
in an unhealthy atmosphere, where the great luxury of fresh air 
cannot be enjoyed, will be generally conceded. Still, we all know 
that there must be some limit even to the amount paid for getting 
a given quantity of coal under any circumstances whatever. The 
miners, however, are the last persons to recognise any such rule, 
and a great many of them, without taking into consideration the 
state of trade and its constant changes in all our markets, believe 
that any attempt on the part of their employers to reduce wages 
is for the purpose of putting the money so obtained into their own 
pockets. This view has been repeatedly repudiated by the leaders 
of those engaged in mining operations, but often without the 
slightest effect ; so that we have recently seen some of the ablest 
men connected with our Miners’ Associations charged with being in 
the pay of the masters because they dared to be honest in express- 
ing their opinions, based on the superior information they were 
possessed of as compared with that of the rough-and-ready rank 
and file. These leaders, instead of pandering to the prejudices of 
men influenced by passion or steeped in ignorance, have endeavoured, 
in plain and forcible language, to point out the true relations that 
existed between capital and labour, and how much the interest of 
the one was bound up with the interest of the other. They have 
also pointed out how excess of supply over the demand led to the 
reduction in the price, not only of coal, but of every other com- 
modity, and that with a decrease of the raw or other material wages 
must fall accordingly. The men, as a rule, have been slow in mas- 
tering or comprehending this very simple problem relative to sup- 
ply and demand, which is the great regulator of wages, after all. 
For years, too, the leaders of the principal mining associating have 
been working hard to obtain the consent of the colliery owners to 
have all disputes settled by arbitration. This they have recently 
accomplished in many of the most important centres of the coal 
trade in the kingdom, and for so doing have been warmly com- 
mended by the men they represented. Iowever, when arbitration 
went a little against the pecuniary interests of the colliers it was 
found fault with and condemned. Such has especially been the case 
in West Yorkshire, where some 14,000 miners are now on strike, 
at a weekly loss to themselves in wages of upwards of 28,000/., be- 
cause they refused to agree to arbitration on the question of a 
reduction of wages. 

The position of the men has been well illustrated by a letter ad- 
dressed to the miners of West Yorkshire, under the title of “A Plea 
for Arbitration,” by Mr. Joun Iloumxs, of Methley, a copy of which 
was placed in our hands a couple of days ago by that gentleman. 
Mr. HoLMgEs, it may be said, is a high authority on the awbitration 
question, for he has long been looked upon by the miners as one of 
their foremost champions and most eloquent advocates of their 
rights, and, moreover, in June last acted, in conjunction with Mr. 
MACDONALD, M.P., as arbitrator on behalf of the West Yorkshire 
men with respect to a proposed reduction of wages, Mr. TENNANT, 
M.P., and Mr, BAILry being on the opposite side. Some of the facts 
and figures given by Mr. HoLMEs, and the accuracy of which eannot 
be disputed, show the folly of the position taken by the men in 
their desire to maintain wages at their present standard without 
any investigation as to the changes that may or may not have taken 
place in the price of coal during the last three or four months. 
Alluding to the many disastrous strikes which took place in West 
Yorkshire, and which during 16 years cost at the least 500,000/., Mr. 
Houmss states that in June, 1873, it was agreed to refer all disputes 
to arbitration, a court was formed, and a code of rules unanimously 
agreed upon. One of the rules was that when the united committees 
of men and masters could not agree, “referees should be appointed, 
with power to nominate an umpire, whose decision should be final,” 
The first meeting of the referees was held at the Westminster Palace 
Hotel on April 23, 1874, when instead of making a reduction of 15 per 
cent., as required on the part of the employers, it was agreed to 
make a provisional reduction of 124 per cent. for one month only. 
Another meeting was held afterwards, but the men and their leaders 
were dissatisfied with the rasults, but without giving any tangible 
reason for such dissatisfaction.

The advance in Warrants last week was attributable to the course 
we then noted, associated with the extra demand consequent on the 
closing shipments of the year. It is to be noticed, in addition, that 
that while there are only 119 furnaces in blast, the reserve stock in 
public stores might be entirely cleared off by a few weeks’ good 
shipments before the close of the year. In such circumstances the 
trade would be entirely in makers’ hands, and prices could only be 
controlled by the competitive rates of other districts and the ur- 
gency of the demand. 

In Manufactured Iron, while makers are complaining of want of 
work, the Clyde shipments show that business as a whole is mode- 
rately busy. Especially is this the case with machinists; and we 
notice two small launches (for Rangoon and Manilla), valued at 
3350/., formed part of the exports. The rams (which we noticed a 
fortnight ago) have both been placed on the Clyde—the Nelson going 
to Robt. Napier and Sons, and the Northampton to John Elder and 
Company. They are to be of 5000 tons burthen, and are expected 
(when finished) to extend the reputation of their builders. We 
have further learned that the latter firm have concluded contracts 
for four large merchant vessels for the Australian service. As is 
customary at this season of the year, when outdoor labour is inter- 
| fered with by atmospheric causes, the shipbuilders are reducing the 
| number of their hands; and a reduction of 15 percent. in wages has 

been notified in some of the yards, in consequence of the quietness 
of the season, and to enable our shipbuilders to compete with others 
in different parts of the island. Boiler-plates have been advanced 
10s. a ton, and are now 117. 10s., but other prices are as last quoted. 

The Coal Trade remains without much change either in price or 
demand, The shipments from the Scotch ports are returned at 
63,486 tons, against 85,866 tons in the corresponding week last year, 
These figures show a deficiency of no less than 22,380 tuns in one 
week, and are attributed to the prevailing dulness of trade at home, 
on the Continent, and in the colonies. In Fifeshire, coalmasters com- 
plain that prices are nearly below the paying point, and threaten a 
reduction in wages, while miners are pressing for aa advance of 1s, 
per week. In this district they are also soliciting a similar advance;

Mining operations in Derbyshire are now tolerably brisk, espe- 
cially as regards coal, the demand having improved considerably of 
late. Anincreased tonnage has been sent to the metropolis, and in 
some instances an advance in price has taken place. <A co-operative 
coal company has been stated by some of the men who were dis- 
charged from the Butterley Company’s service owing to the active 
part they took in the strike some time since. From Langley Mill a 
large quantity of coal is being sent to the South, as there is also 
from Clay Cross, Eckington, and Sheepbridge. At the latter placea 
small iron church has been put up, on a site given by the company, 
for the purpose of meeting the spiritual wants of that rapidly in- 
creasing place. Business is also good at Unstone and Dronfield, as 
well as most other places. 

In Sheffield there has been a little improvement in one or two 
branches of trade. The mills continue to be well employed, and the 
engineworks are fairly supplied with orders. The demand for coal 
in the district has been good, and prices have been firm. The great 
event of the week in Yorkshire has been the termination of the 
miners’ dispute in the Leeds and Normanton districts, and the offer 
to accept arbitration. This, it isexpected, will have the effect of 
relieving South Yorkshire from the pressure of trade which it has 
experienced during the last week or two, and in all probability will 
prevent any material advance in the price of coal. At some of the 
largest of the Silkstone pits that description of coal can be pur- 
chased at 15s, per ton, Flockton “hards” at 12s., and engine fuel at 
from 3s. to 4s. per ton. The strike in Lancashire has led toa heavy 
tonnage of coal being sent there from South Yorkshire, and also to 
London by the new route via Guide Bridge, from which place it goes 
on to the Londonand North-Western. Sinking operations are being 
pushed forward in all directions to the Silkstone and other seams.

It is only useful as a flux in smelt- 
ing some of the richer hematite ores. These ferruginous beds occur interstratified 
through the basaltic rocks of the district, and are considered to be the result of the 
decomposition of trappean surfaces during the intervals between the successive 
voleanic eruptions, The greater part of these Antrim ores is shipped from Larne, 
and other ports along the coast, to Cumberland and Wales, to be mixed with richer 
oresin smelting. Mr. Mayer, at the request of the chairman, gave some informa- 
tion regarding the valuable ironstone deposits in County Down. At the same 
meeting, Mr. John Young, V.P., was presented with a diploma of life-membership 
of the Geological Society of London, an elegant aneroid barometer, and a purse of 
sovereigns, from his students and other friends, for the services he has rendered, 
not only to the society, but to the science of geology.

REPORT FROM TILE FOREST OF DEAN. 

Nov. 5.—The representations of the state of our local trade by our 
local magnates vary considerably, some speaking of it with satis- 
faction and approval. whilst others represent it with gloomy colour- 
ings and doubtful forebodings. No doubt the various idiosynerases 
and commercial surroundings of the different proprietors influence 
the look out and expression of opinion, Those who are content with 
a fair margin of profit, or of “letting well alone,” think that wages 
should remain undisturbed, whilst the more grasping or less pro- 
sperous agitate and demand a reduction of wages. The latter-named 
classes of proprietors and employers appear to be in a majority, as 
on Tuesday last, at a meeting of coal proprietors and others, a reso- 
lution was carried for putting up a notice of a reduction of 10 per 
cent, upon wages, to take effect on the 16th inst. This resolution 
has caused grave apprehensions as to the coming winter (which is 
close at hand), lest a lock-out or strike should be the outcome of the 
situation, as, judging from all that has yet transpired from the side 
of labour, a dogged resistance to any reduction will be presented by 
the men. The men allege that the proposal of 10 per cent. reduc- 
tion is unjust and uncalled for, because prices (they say) are good, 
and are likely to continue such at least for six months to come, whilst 
a cold winter may tend to advance prices. Prices range at present 
from 12s, to 15s. per ton. delivered into merchants’ trucks, the land 
coal, or country trade, selling in some instances as high as 16s. and 
17s, per ton. It is averred, too, that as much as 17s, per ton is ob- 
tained by some for their coal delivered on board ship at Lydney. 

Looking at these facts and figures, much force appears to be in 
the arguments of the employees against the proposed drop of wages. 
The men further say that their wages were not advanced in propor- 
tion to the rise in the price of coal, or as wages were advanced in 
other parts of the country ; but how far such averments tally with 
the respective facts referred to, we have not the means of knowing, 
but simply indicate the statements made, and opinions expressed by the two sides 
of capital and labour. Though we have admitted much force on the men’s side, we 
will yet add that capitalists have more truth on their side than employees are 
willing to admit, or, perhaps, than they are capable of perceiving and appreciating. 
The great advance in the cost of all materials necessary in carrying on all kinds of 
works, and the increase of wages, and less work (or reduction of hours of labour, 
which means much the same thing), will suggest what we intend, and will make 
manifest to te unprejudiced that indiscriminate praise and censure cannot be 
legitimate in speaking or writing of either one side or the other. The colliers, 
however, intend resisting the proposed reduction, and their agent has already issued 
bills, announcing a series of meetings to be held at different places throughout the 
Forest, eight in number, to be addressed by some two or three agents (including

REPORT FROM NORTIL AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 


Nov. 5.—The iron market of Sonth Staffordshire has been almost 
| Without feature since our last report. The tendency to weakness 
then described is, if anything. less perceptible, except in the case of 
the commonest class of bars, in which transactions have taken place 
at as low as 9/. 10s. per ton. Leading makers of marked bars are, 
however, sustaining without difficulty the quoted rates of 10/. 10s. to 
11. per ton. Makers of the common class of plates and sheets for 
galvanising purposes are seeking orders at somewhat under the 
usually quoted standard of 15/. for single. Messrs, E. P. and W. 
| Baldwin (Wilden), and other makers of best sheets, intimate that 
| their last months’ prices will remain in force during November. 
As a rule the finished ironworks throughout the district are in steady 
operation, but the aggregate number of orderson the books of manu- 
facturers is not so great as we were able to report a few weeks ago, 
Pig-iron, both of Staffordshire makes and of other makes, coming 
into the district shows tolerable firmness, but the prices of last week 
are without quotable change, Good hematites have been sold at 
82s. Gd. delivered. 

The Coal Trade is steady in Dudley and Cannock Chase districts, 
but slack does not command a proportionate enquiry. In the thin 
coal part of the district fuel is in more plentiful supply, owing to 
the constantly increasing out-put. Selling prices continue to show 
somaJrregularity. 

The Cannock and Rugeley Colliery Company (Limited) are driving 
out the gate-roads at their new plant near Hednesford. Some idea 
of the magnitude of this colliery may be gained from the fact that 
the coal obtained simply from the work of driving out is upwards 
of 400 tons per day. 

The Mines Drainage Commissioners for South Staffordshire at a 
private meeting in Wolverhampton, on Wednesday, took steps for 
extending the excavations already began upon the surface, and made 
arrangements for the hearing of appeals against the rate. 

Letters of allotment were sent out by the Homer Colliery Com- 
pany (Limited) on Wednesday. We understand that the whole of 
the shares applied for were allotted, except in the case of applica- 
tions for a less number than 10 shares. 

The Sedgley local board have decided to compel the coalmasters 
in the neighbourhood to make good all injury caused to the roads 
by the working of their mines. 

In Birmingham to-day tin was quoted as under:—Common blocks 
and ingots, 100/.; bars, 101/.; and refined blocks and ingots, 1022, 
per ton. 

To-day’s quotations on the Birmingham Share Market include the 
following :—Sandwell Park Collery, New, 23 prem.; Staffordshire 
Wheel and Axle, 2} prem.; Pelsall Coal and Iron, 14 dis.; Patent 
Shaft and Axle, 6 prem.; John Bagnall and Sons (Limited), 7; Chil- 
lington Iron, 6; Ivy House and Northwood Colliery, 4 dis.

The lron Trade of North Staffordshire does not show any alteration 
ofimportance since last described. Crown bars are steady at 9/. 15s., 
but for the heavier sizes, and for plates, prices continue to show 
some irregularity. The yield of pig-iron is, for the most part, being 
taken into current consumption. 

The inquest on the five colliers who lost their lives at Titford 
Long Meadow Colliery has been adjourned until Nov. 27. The evi- 
dence was to the effect that the accident was the result of spon- 
taneous combustion, but, as the pit has not yet been examined, 
nothing really reliabie has been ascertained. Mr. J. P. Baker said 
that it was extremely important that the cause of the accident 
should be thorougly investigated, The accident was of such a nature as had never 
before occurred in the annals of South Stiffordshire or any other mining district. 
They were placed in an unfortunate position, inasmuch as they could not examine 
the pit. It seemed to him, however, that an examination ought to be made, 
Whilst regretting the trouble the jury had been. put to, he might say that theease 
really required the strictest and most searching investigation, more so than any 
accident which had ever occurred in his district. For men to be approaching, in 
the ordinary way, fire in the thick coal, and to be suddenly burned without anyone 
being able to account for the cause, was a thing hitherto unheard of. As far as he 
could glean there were only surmises as to the cause of the accident. The whole 
thing was in the hands of Mr. Docker, and, subject to the views of the Coroner, 
he most respectfully suggested that the enquiry should be further adjourned, in 
order that more information might be gained on the subject. Mr. Docker, on be- 
half of himself and the jury, thanked the Government Inspector for the ready 
assistance he had given. The accident seemed owing tothe communication between 
the heathen coal and the bottom of the thick coal. The hot air appeared to have 
been generated in the thick coal workings, and let down into the heathen coal. 
The cause, however, could be ascertained by a personal inspection of the pit on/y. 





REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTIL WALES. 


Nov. 5.—It ia to be feared that before the end of the year we 
shall see another struggle between capital and labour, and the re- 
sult may be an entire stoppage of the works. There is not the least 
improvement to be noticed in the Iron Trade, but, if anything, orders 
are coming in even slower than ever, and the quantity of work in 
hand is far from being sufficient to keep the establishments in good 
employ. During the past week the whole of the iron exports have 
barely exceeded 1000 tons, which is not more than one-tenth of the 
quantities exported in times of reasonable activity. Even the con- 
tracts that are secured are executed, in many instances, at a loss, 
and very rarely now at anything like appreciable profits; so that 
makers are indifferent as to whether they keep their works going 
or not, {[t has been thought during the last few days that Mr. 
Crawshay contemplated re-starting the Cyfarthfa Works, because 
the men were asked if they were prepared to resume operations at 
a reduction of 30 per cent. The object was, no doubt, to ascertain 
what quotations could be made to customers if orders were offered. 
There is, however, little prospect of anything like a general re- 
sumption of work for some time to come—f, indeed, there be any- 
thing more done than has been done in the last four months. There 
is at present only one furnace in blast at Cyfarthfa. 

The probability is indeed rather the converse, and instead of 
Cyfarthfa resuming operations other establishments will become 
as silent as Cyfarthfa is now, and perhaps more so. As the term of 
notice draws to an end the ironworkers appear to become more and 
more opposed to the proposed reduction. Between this and the 
17th instant there will be announced another reduction in the wages rate of 10 per 
cent., making altogether 30 per cent. drop this year. If we consider the present 
state of the trade without reference to past circumstances, the necessity for such a 
course on the part of the ironmasters will be seen at once, because it cannot be 
denied that things are in a very dull state, and prices are unremunerative, but the 
men themselves refer to the time when prices were high, and masters were reap- 
ing enormous profits, and urge that it is not right that because prices have dropped 
they should be ground down to starvation point. They also contend that the wages 
rates should be regulated by some recognised rule, and not by the will of any one 
master. Thentheironstone miners recall a promise madetothe Dowlais menby Mr. 
Menelaus, on behalf of the Dowlais Company, that all underground workers should 
be treated alike, apart from the ironworkers, and, therefore, the miners say that if 
the colliers are to be exempt from the reduction they should be also. But this will 
not be admitted, and the men have been given to understand that unless they ac- 
cept the masters’ terms unconditionally the works will be closed for 12 months. 
The men, on the other hand, seem determined to resist the reduction, althongh a 
large number of them have fallen away from the Union, having been unable to 
pay up their subscriptions during the late depression. The Tondu Associated 
[ronworkers have passed the following resolution :—‘ That we, the ironworkers 
of Tondu, advise the ironworkers of Monmouthshire and South Wales to resist the 
reduction at present attempted to be enforced by the employers, and that we 
hereby pledge ourselves to assist them to the utmost of our power.” 

The Coal Trade has largely increased in activity of late, and the 
clearances from the local ports to the various foreign ports have 
been larger during the past month than ever recorded before, Many 








are apprehensive that this will lead to great stocking, and that 
fore long the market will be thoroughly glutted. At present how 
ever, there is not much reason for taking so g!oomy a view of thing, "1 
for the demand seems quite legitimate, and might be kept up fe 
some time. ” 
Strong expressions continue to emanate from the men against th 
New Rules, and during the past week Mr. Halliday, the president of the hua 
gamated Association of Miners, has made speeches in various parts of the district, 
denouncing the rules as tyrannical and impracticable, and declaring that if th, 
masters persist in carrying them out he would advise the men to resist them ' 
At last there appears to be a prospect of some little improvement 
in the Tin-Plate Trade, and an intended reduction of 10 per cent h 
been withheld. = 
The steelworks at Ebbw Vale have been stopped for the Purpose 
of erecting new rollers. Preparations are being made at this lace 
for the construction of waterworks, which will be a great boon to 
the workpeople and others. 
Masters and men are coming to terms on the small eval question 
the latter agreeing to fill “ clean” on the extra price per ton, : 
A collier named Fisher has been fined 20s., and another, named 
Williams, 40s., by the Tredegar magistrates, for leaving a sheet o n 
in the workings of the South Wales Colliery Company, contrary to 
the rules, and thereby endangering men’s lives. 








TRADE OF THE TYNE AND WEAR.

The Iron Trade continues to improve, the demand for pig and for 
founders’ iron and plates and bars is tolerably active, but no alters. 
tion has been made in quotations of late. Pig-iron is from 70s, to 
58s., according to quality. The rail trade continues very dull. The 
Darlington Iron Company—the largest of the class in the North— 
are about to discharge more workmen, and only one small rail mill 
will now be kept at work. At Stockton and many other parts of 
the district the mills are working short time. Price of rails, ordi- 
nary sections, about 82. 

The extensive new winning now approaching completion at Silks. 
worth has often been noticed in the Journal, and it may interest 
your readers to have some particulars of the winding apparatus to 
be used there. Tbe engine about to be used for winding consists of 
a pair of horizontal cylinders, each 50 in. internal diameter, The 
winding-drum is 27 ft. diameter, and the pulleys at shaft 20 ft, dia- 
meter. We have seen this day one of the winding ropes, which has 
been expressly manufactured by Messrs, Dixon, Corbett, and Spencer, 
of the Teams Works, Gateshead, for the purpose. The length of the 
rope is 720 yards (360 fathoms), circumference 54 in.; it is com- 
pound laid, of extra strong improved steel. The working load of 
this rope is, we believe, intended to be, including rope, cage, tubs, 
and coal, about 12 tons, The breaking strain of the rope is 121 tons, 
and it certainly appears to be manufactured in the best style known, 
Experience will, of course, show its true value.
